FOR A good many years doctor* 
have been puzzled at to the cause 
of epidemics of diarrhea which 
often break out among newborn 
babies, sometimes with fatal re­ 
sults. 
According to Dr. G. John Bud 
dingh of Nashville, Tenn., there is 
good reason to believe that this 
disease may be due to the same 
virus which causes a much less 
serious inflammation of the mouth 
in older infants and in children up 
to the age of six. 
Starts with Fever 
This condition, known as aph­ 
thous stomatitis, usually start* 
with some fever, a feeling of sick­ 
ness, irritability and loss of appe­ 
tite. Within a short time scattered 
blisters develop on the tongue, the 
inner surfaces of the lips and 
cheek and the gum. 
Less often the roof of the mouth, 
the back part of the throat, ton­ 
sils, larynx or voice box and the 
outer lips are affected. These 
blisters soon change into firm 
swelling with a sore or ulcer on 
th# surface and are covered with 
a yellowish-white secretion. 
During this stage of the dis­ 
order there is much pain and dis­ 
comfort; the gums are red and 
swollen. The condition 
usually 
lasts from set era] days to two 
weeks. 


Even in older infants diarrhea 
may be a symptom accompanying 
this mouth infection. 
In the newborn baby the diar* 
rhea is the chief symptom and ii 
quite severe. The diarrhea in these 
cases consists of the passage of 
four to twelve loose greenish- 
yellow stools daily. Blood ii often 
present in the bowel movement. 
Milder Cases 
In the milder cases, the diarrhea 
lasts for from four to ten days. In 
the more severe cases, it may con­ 
tinue for several weeks. In about 
three-fourths of the patients seen 
by Dr. Buddingh, inflammation of 
the mouth or tongue was present. 
Babies born before the normal 
time and those with infections of 
another sort frequently succumb 
to this diarrheal disorder. 
Dr. Buddingh thinks that pos­ 
sibly the infection may be acquired 
by the baby from the mother dur­ 
ing the birth of the baby a* it 
comes through the birth passage. 
How ever, this has not been proved. 
It is possible that adults with a 
mouth infection due to the virua 
may transmit it to the newborn 
baby, in whom the serious diar­ 
rhea will occur. 
It would appear that further 
studies are required to establish 
definitely whether or not epidem­ 
ics of diarrhea in newborn babies 
are due to this cause.
